KNGLIi^lI POLITICAL NEWS. 

A Coulltion ofTorics and fllotlcr 
ate Wbigs Probable. 

The Cabinet DrifiinK^ to Pieces. 

London, Feb. 18.— Leading mem- 
bers of clie Conservative party met at 
the Carlton Club at noon today, to 
'confer upon the course the party shall 
pursue in regard to Irish affi^irs ott the 
Tnaaiisiiiblinj; of Pariiaiuenb. Salisbury 
ipresidedi Kandolph Ohurchill and 150 
other prominent Tories were present. 
Very many were enthusia.stic to offer 
the most .strenuous o])position to any 
measure presented by the Liberals con- 
'Ceding home rule in Ireland. Salisbury 
predicted a union with the conserva- 
tive section of the Liberals, which fol- 
How Kartington. He urged the Oonaer- 
vativea to do all that was possible to 
bring such a union into etlect. Some 
■of the speakers commented severely on 
Oburcliill's attack upon the Catholics, 
and bis intimacy with members of the 
Farnellite party. The meeting resolved 
to make home rule the question in the 
Coiumons, and for this {jur[)Ose will 
support the Furiiellites iu their demand 
to have it precede land reform in con- 
sideration of the House. 

Parliament reassembled to day. 
Gladbtone stated in the coiu-mons that 
after tbe v Government bad concluded 
the financial iiusiuess they had to place 
before the House, they would be able 
to state part if not the whole of the 
Irish measures they intended to intro- 
duce. He expected, he said, lo be 
thronged with the tinancial business 
about ttier2d of- March. Gladstone an- 
nounces further that the Government 
had no intentioti of renewing coercion 
in Ireland. 

In the Lords, Granvii'ie, Secretary of 
State for the Colonies, announced that 
the Government would not introduce 
any Irish measures ito Parliament be- 
fore the 1 si of March. Alluding to the 
foreign policy of the^new Government 
in the OoninioiiB, Gladstone said he 
■would follow the Enstern policy inaug- 
urated by Salisbury. 

The impression is gaining ground 
that the present Cabinet will be un- 
workable and that it will be impoasible 
to hold together. The Pali Mall Ga 
zette states that the resignation of 
Obamberlain, President of the Local 
Goverrinient Board, from Gladstone's 
Cabinet is a question of but few hours, 
The resignation will be made ostensi- 
bly because Chamberlain cannot bring 
himself to acquiesce in the Oovern- 
nent's policy of coercion towards 
Greece, but in reality because he is un- 
■willing to'mar what he believes his po- 
litical future by identifying himself 
just now with the homo rule policy de- 
cided on by a majority of his collea- 
gues. , ■ ; 

CALIFORNIA. 
Lincoln (Jal.), Feb. 18. — Advices 
br -..telegraph from Nicolous (Oal ), 
state'tbat' it 2 o'clock this morning a 
mob of twenty or more masked men 
drove the Chinese, forty-four in num- 
ber, from their quarters in that town.

He steamed 
down the river toward Siicramento, 
but intimated that he would put the 
Ohinesu off at the first landing. -^'l^o 
violence was resorted to. --. r i.

HEAVY FAILURE. 

Tlie Firm orsclicelinc Bros., of 
Siioltnne Falls, Closed by At- 
tu€liuient»L.i:il>i lilies Over 
iii>10O,000.- .

There was tome surprise down Front 
street yesterday , over the receipt of 
news throijighj th^^c^mmeijeial agencies 
that Soheeltne Bfbs., general merchan- 
dise dealers at Spokane Falls had been 
attached. They were the largest deal- 
ers in that city, were held to be (inanci- 
ally good, and worthy of iill the credit 
they asked. The tirsi attachments were 
put on^by. Daniel Meyer,, a^ banker of 
San Francisco for §12,000 and by the 
Traders' bank of Spokane Falls for 
§5,000. This was Tuesday night late. 
Yesterday San Francisco creditors put 
on further' attacbrnenis for $13,000- 
Thetotal liabilities of the tirm mo well 
toward $120,000, if not moi-e. They 
owe in Sa-n Francisco $60,000, and in 
Portland $20,000. They also bought 
goods east, , and owe in Chicago and 
New York though to what amount is 
not known — prol)al)ly .■?20,OUO to i^'Ii'i,- 
000. It i.s reported that their liabiliti 
OS in Spokane Fulls are h^tween .$10,. 
000 and $15,000. Their assets consist 
of 8tock.valued;at §50,000, and notes 
and accounts variously estimated from 
$30,000 to $50,000. No reason is as- 
signed for the failure. The firm were 
doinpi a large business and had con- 
siderable wholesale tratle in the Cojur 
d'Alene a'l'l Oolvilln ininea 

M. Scheeline and B, Soheeline, who 
compose the tirm, cAme to Spokane 
Falls in the summer of 1883. Both of 
them, for years previous, had done 
business in interior California towns; 
had clean records so far as the mercan- 
tile agencies could learn, and each was 
rated as having fair busine-is aliility. 
Tliey bought the stock of A. M. Can- 
non it Co., which involved about §2S,- 
000, paying $5,000 cash and the re 
mainder in monthly installments of 
$2,500. The Crin was rated duly I, 
1883, as possessed of $15,000, ami they 
claimed to be worth $50,000. 

The Portland creditors have taken 
no. actiop in the matter. Under a new 
law relating to. attachments passed by 
the last territorial legislature, it is not 
likely that much will be left for them 
after the San Francisco creditors are 
provided for. 

Her Heart was Broken. 



EvANSVlLLE, Ind., Feb. 5— Last 
spring V. B. Hale, a young drumint-r 
for a Louisville whisky house, met in 
Hawesville, Ktf., Miss Lena jMarshall, 
a young girJ of rare per.'-oMal beauty. 
She was the daugh ter of a widow of 
considerablp. means wholived five miles 
above Hawesville. ' Young Hale fell in 
love with the girl, and after a brief 
courtship they were married, conir.^ry, 
however, to the wishes of her friends. 
'I'hey lnft at once, for Louisville. In 
November the young wife returned to 
her mother's home, and it was .«oon 
whispered that, she harl come to stiiy. 
Later it- was learned that the husband 
had ljle|l'a ^uit for divorce in I/ouis 
ville, and when the community learned 
of the natiire of the charges he had 
brought against his wife it was as 
tounded. Last Thursday, it is said, Mrs. 
Marshall write a letter to Hale in 
which she attempted io eflect a recnn- 
ciliatioh. Ijetween him and his wife. 
When she read the letter to her daugh 
ter that night the young woman said: 
"Mother, how could you write such a 
letter to the man who has broken my 
heart]" and then she fell out of her 
chair, her fiice striking the Uoor, and 
the blood pozing from her mouth and 
nostrils. TL^e mother quickly summon- 
ed the members of the family and sent 
for a physician, but before the nearest 
neighbor arrived the girl had breathed 
her last. Examination showed that her 
death was caused by a blood vessel 
bursting. The next mortiing, before 
the body had been placed in the cofKn, 
the court in Louisville, no knowledge 
of her death having been received 
there, granted to V". B. Hale a divorce 
from his wife, Lena L. Hale. What- 
ever the facts were, the ptople alioul 
the voung woman's home will nevei 
bo induced to believe aught against her.

LONDON'S FICIOIIT. 

Socialists and Pror-ssloiial Agi- 
tators Merely JLeeciies on a 
Popular movement. 

New Yokk, Fab. 14. — The Time's 
Lontlon cablegram says; London finds 
it difficult to lay hold of words forcible 
enough to characterize properly its own 
idiocy from Tuesday down to Thurs 
day. Monday's riot was merely Guy 
Fawkes rutfiaiiisiu on a big scale, with 
the ellbrts of a few thieves added. Four 
hundred or 500 roughs found them- 
.selves together, and the etiorts of the 
socialists and the breaking up of the 
workingmen's meeting - inspired > them 
with the idea of turbulence. They start- 
ed off aimlessfy, to shout, throw stones 
and ci-eate a racket until thoy were 
slopjjed. The intelligent ))olico simply 
reiiiained behind in order to guard the 
square svhcre the meetings had been 
held, insteaa of following the gang. 
The rouglu and thieves thus got free, 
and grew bolder as they made progress, 
until they reached a point where they 
were inststiate with a desire for des- 
truction and wliole.sale pillaging. Final- 
ly thirty policemen met and disjiersed 
them, as they might have done at tvuy 
stiigc! of the so-called riot. 

This is absolutely all there w(is of it, 
butcU London, in a ridiculous tremor 
of agitation, leajit'd to the conclusion 
that there was direct connection be- 
tween the windy harangues of the soci- 
alist agitators and the subsequent ac- 
tion of the mob, and aurrendured itself 
to a panic. 

nUND EXCITE.MENT. 

By Wednesday the excitement grew 
until the [jcople were wild with frenzy. 
The papers came out with tlaring re- 
ports that an army of riotens were 
inarching on London from Creonwicli, 
and the police utterly lost their heads 
and went about warning shop men to 
])Ut up their shutter.s, IJonceive the 
police of New York ordering the stores 
on Broadway and iu the Ciiioii square 
to lio eloeed, on the .strength of a ru- 
mor that u gang of roughs were smash- 
ing windows in Williamsborg, and you 
will have a faint idea of the situation 
here. There were sixty miles of shops 
closed, and business amounting to an 
aggregate of millions was sus))ended. 

i)n Thursday tlie fog lifted, and 
[leople began to oompiire notes. They 
found that there bad Uutni no riot and 
no attempt at riot. Four million peo- 
ple had gone into hysterics over the 
sheerest conoootions and fancy that 
ever scared a boy passing a graveyard 
in the dark. 

-The rioting at Leicester, however, is 
really a grave sign of distress. There 
was no plundering whatever. There is 
fear that this riot may spread to Not 
tinglii^iu, Birmingham and Lancashire. 
There are enough of unemployed there 
to sack the town if they chose to do so, 
but their ])ossible movements are not 
to be confound(.'d with the ojieraiions 
of lawless criminals, much less with 
tlie professional agitation of a handful 
of socialists.

PROVINCIAL PILOTAGE. 

The numerous diaastora to foreign ve3- 
■ cla in Uritisli Columbia waters hava caus- 
ed a gr&at ileal of advorao comment on 
the capacity of our pilots and the utility 
of the lawB relating- to 'the Bame. The 
otranding of the barks Robert Kor und 
Anibeila, while pAaaing to and from Bur- 
rard Inlet, and the 8trundiii(; of the barlj 
Prince Rupert in Victoria harbor in briijht 
BUKlight, have each pointed to the fact 
that there ia a deficiency soinewhore. The 
frequency of disasters of the nature re- 
ferred to above have seriously affected the 
reputation of British Columbia's shipping 
interests, and have no doubt debarred 
many maatora from venturing with valua- 
ble ships to this province. The new law, 
dividiog the waters into three pilotage 
districts, has been a standing grievance 
BiDoe its enaotment, aa it haa operated 
against the' praotical carrying out of any 
suspension for incompetency. As an in- 
stance: A pilot holding a certificate in 
the Victoria district for some offuiico is 
suspended for six raoiitha, in that iliilrict 
(mly. He may continue to hold certificates 
for Burrard Inlet and Nanaimo, and may 
oontract to take a vessel to eithor of the 
two latter pointe without objection. Thia 
muat be manifest to all as unfair, incor- 
rect, and a miscarriage of what ia just to 
our shipping interesta. The matter should 
be taken in hand by the board £)f trade 
and others interested in the welfare of the 
port, and ao placed before the feSbral 
authorities that the much desired arrange- 
ment of having the districts again com- 
bined Udder one board brought about, aO 
that the vital trade intereata of the prov- 
ince may be carefully preserved from inju- 
ry. Pilots from all districts have to come 
to Ytotoria to carry on their avocation, 
and no port in the province will be ad- 
versely affected in any degree by. a combi- 
nation of the diatrlcts ; in fact, all 
would be benefitted by the more perfect 
supervision that would then be exorcised 
over pilots. Another complaint lies with- 
in the power of the pilots tbeniaelves to 
remedy. Mastcrd of vessels lately arrived 
report their inability to obtain pilots. 
The master of the Dundonald, a stranger 
to theao waters, statea that he unsuccess- 
fully signalled for hours by burning blue 
lights, and eventually sailed in at night 
without a pilot. The bark Nanaiino also 
waa compelled to sail into the roads with- 
oat a pilot, and these are but a few in- 
stances. The ship Frank Carvell came 
into the roads with an American pilot, il- 
legally no doubt, but ho was the only one 
available and unfortunately grounded the 
the vessel through his lack of knowledge 
of the bearinga; but aho was hauled off 
without injury by the Ale.xander. Large 
amounts are frequently paid to American 
pilots by oonaignus and these of course 
are lost to the British pilots and to the 
province. From the abnvH it would seem 
that there is good reuaoii for the complaint 
that pilots do noL conalantly cruiae in the 
straits on the lookout for vessels of whoso 
expected arrival thoy have intimate 
knowledge. The laws relating to pilotage 
in this province ahould receive a thorough 
overhauling and bo so amended that they 
will secure the proper protection for our 
shipping interests by providing for a 
better control over the actions of pilots 
holding certificates. We are sorry to be 
forced to ;^ivo prominence to this matter 
and trust that the question will at once 
receive the attention it merits, 
80 that no further reference may be 
necessary. 

GQLDWIN SMITH. 

The Montreal Witness pokes fun at 
Prof. Goldwin Smith, having heard the 
rumor that he had sold his Toronto reai- 
dence to ez-Mayor Manning and was pre- 
paring to return to England, there to set- 
tle permanently: "Some thirty years ag.) 
the celebrated Presbyterian divine, Dr. 
Camming, became still more celebrated as 
the utterer of certain prophetic interpre- 
tations which brought the world to an end 
about the year 1860. Men made unneces- 
sary 'sport of Dr. Gumming when it was 
found that he had leased a house for a 
term of yoars that would outlast the world. 
Profesaor Goldwit; Smith has not announc- 
ed ao preciaoly the wreck of the Britiah 
Empire, in case it ahould yield, aa by the 
recent appointments it haa done, to the 

Erinoiple of home rule in Ireland, but he 
aa freely spoken of all who were willing 
to give home rule to Ireland as licentious 
sellera of their country, and treated homo 
rule aa equivalent to the disruption of the 
empire and a fatal blow to its greatnoaa. 
It was indeed pleasant to find that an 
Engliahman who had left his own country 
and settled in thia. apparently with the 
one object of bringing about the diarup- 
tion of the empire, could still feel acute 
distress when a similar process was in 
prospect nearer hone. It is still more 
worthy of respect when we see the patriot 
forsaking the continent which it was his 
desire to unite and returning home to bury 
himself in his country's ruin, or at least 
olfer himself as a buffer against the mo- 
ment of shock. It ia also pleasant to see 
the grateful consideration of ex-Mayor 
Manning, of Toronto, ( he liquor candidate, 
for whom Mr. Smith fought his last great 
American battle and whom no one sus- 
pected of a weakness for the romantic,step- 
ping forward with ninety thousand dollars 
to take off the hands of the groat public- 
ist that picturesque horaeatoad in which 
he had hoped to end hia days as a conti- 
nental American. 

qjELEAP WHEAT AND OUTTON. 

The cable a day or two back announced 
that a cargo of California wheat Lad been 
sold on the Mersey at a price bo low that it 
had never been to-uchod bcfoi o. The keen 
competition from India, which within a few 
years has entered the market as a keen com- 
petitor of Euasia and America, and the low 
rate at which silver rules have produced thia 
unfavorable effect. England buys in India 
for silver and;^Bell8 to the rest of the world 
for gold. .^Vb.of lie leading staples of the 
wprld'fljioommerce 'to-dfliy :,are wheat and 
oottbn.'* England cannot do without them, 
and she wants to buy them as cheaply a™ 
possible — wheat, that she may feed her in- 
dustrial population at the lowest possible 
cost, and keep them contented with their 
condition; cotton, that she may continue to 
monopolize the clothing of the greater part 
of the world. She looks chiefly to the 
United States and India for the supply of 
these two principal staples. The depre- 
ciation of silver enables her merch- 
ants to buy more wheal and cotton 
in India for the pound sterling 
thnn ever slio could before. There haa 
been & depreciation of nearly 25 per cent, 
in the gold value of the currency of India 
during the past thirleen years. The whoit 
pDd cotton of India that an English mer' 



chant had to pay ten thouaaiid _ pounds 
sterling for thirteen years since he could 
now obtain for seven thousand five hun- 
dred pounds sterling ta-diiy, while the 
Hindoo cultivator apparently received the 
same sum. The San Francisco Journal 
of Ooinineroe, commenting upon this 
change and, ao far as the United States ar^ 
concerned, ruinous condition of affairs, 
aays: Indian wheat and cotton come into 
competition with Araericiin wheat and 
cotton in the world'a markets and theao 
ataplea have to be sold at a correspond- 
ingly lower figure. Aa a matter of fact 
the fall in them haa been much more 
than 25 per cent. California wheat in 
Liverpool in January of 1873 was 12a 8d 
@128 lOd, cotton 10.i|o. New wheat has 
dropped to C 7«'.0-jO, cotton to o^d or a 
fall of nearly one-half. This is all at- 
tributable to the decline in silver. In that 
year silver half-dollars wore 3 per cent. 
proinium,bar silver l\ per cent, discount, 
now it is 20®2ii per cent, discount. The 
demoralization of silver by Germany, the 
dropping of tho silver dollar from our 
legal tender money, and tho continual 
war on silver by the bond holding class 
of the United Statea and the world 
has done tho rest. 

TUB WAR Ob' KATES. 

The great tranacontiuental aasodlation, 
by means of which high rates for freight 
and passage across the continent have been 
raaiiuained for many yoius, is brolion, tho 
pool is dissolved, and a war of rates has 
connueuced. Vriees deuliiied nearly one- 
half in a single day and it is not improbiiblu 
that tho contest will coutinuo until the rail- 
eompanies are heavy losers. The assoeiu- 
tiou has been dissolved beea\i-ii' of the 
refusal of tho Canadian I'aeitio railway to 
enter it and because of the exci-ptionally 
favorable rates ut which that lino can do 
business <ind make money — rntea at which 
other'linea for want of through commnnica- 
tion, woul.l sturvf. The ])ublie will be 
sure to benelit by th.- tight. The louger it 
shall coutinuo the better for the wholu 
coast.

If thia cannot be arranged .Sullivan says 
ho will light Smith if he has to follow him 
all over the world. During Sullivan's 
European tour, under John Gannon, be- 
ginning next September, atul which will 
last two or three years, there will be 
ample opportunity to find fighting ground 
that will bo satisfactory to both Smith 
and himaelf. 

Mr. Harding this afternoon aaid match 
between Sullivan and Smith is good aa 
arranged. Uo saw Sullivan this morning 
and informed him that Guo. Watkinson, 
of London Sporting Life, had cabled that 
,Jim Smith's backer, Arthur Cooper, lead- 
ing bootmaker of London, acting in behalf 
of tho central club, an organization of 
nobility, for whom Smith had been tea- 
cher of sparing, was ready to back Smith 
to fight Sullivan for from t^ne 
thousand to two thousand pnunda, 
but without specifying where the light 
should take place. Sulliviin authorized 
nio to make any arrangenienta that would 
not conflict with his contract with Connor.

— Tho insane 
wife of Prof. Waldo, Yale college, escaped 
from her keeper this moraing and.iio trace 
of her has yet been found. Recitations at 
tho college were suspended and theatudents 
joined in the scorch. Sbo was first missed 
about seven o'clock. Hasty search revealed 
the fact that tho lady had scantily attired 
herself in a wrapper, having nothing but 
slippers on her foot, when leaving the house. 
By throe o'clock this afternoon nearly six 
hundred students and at least a hundred 
citizens were searching iu all directions for 
her. Abont four o'clock she waS: found at 
Pine Rock, a few miles from the Waldo 
residence.

'fl'liieo ?Icii Murdered in Pour 
niiiuites in Sicily. 

Ko.MK, Feb. 1.— Prom Sicily comes a hor- 
rible stuty uf a series of mitrdera, iu which 
two famiUes apparently attempted ts extir- 
pate each other. At Portempedocle, near 
Girgenti, two butchers, father and son, of 
the name of Indelicate, not long nince took 
two brothers, unmed Alfonso and Giovanni 
Cannf^toin into partnership, to enable them 
tho better to con»|)ete with a rivul eatabliah- 
uieiit. \t first there was a great show of 
friciidshi]) between the partners, hut before 
long the (^Liiui-tonis begnn to traili- in luiuU's 
eiireasi'S si<par'ttcly on their o\v)i acooaut, 
and diKagreoiiiouta arone which ultimately 
led to n collision between Baldaa.sure lu'fleU- 
cuto and Alfonso Cannatoui. They drew 
their butohor's knives from their belts on 
each other. Alfonso aimed a well-diroottd 
blow at Baldntisaro. Ho parried it with hu 
loft arm, which waa cut to tho bone, niul at 
the .suuio instant drove his knife into the 
heart uf Alfonso, who fell deiul on (he spot. 
At tlial iiiouent a younj^ son of Alfonso, 
aged uiiK-teeu, came ap with a bludgeon to 
his father's tissistauce. Balduasare alruok 
him to tho ground, and tbcu cut his throat 
across "iis he would have alaugbtered n 
sheep.'' atad with rage IJaldassnre then 
rushed into tho shop, and taking Giovanni, 
the brother of Alfonso, by surprise, killed 
bin: with a "slash aoross tho abdomen be- 
fore ho hod time to ory 'God help, niel" 
Turning then to leave the shop, ho inflicted 
a serious wouud on a person just enturiug. 
All this occurred in tlie space of four 
niinutoa, the result of thu collision being 
three peruoua killed and two wounded. 



LANDLORDS LEAVING. 

The Earl of Fyfe IPcars for His 
Acres. 

LoNDOir, Feb. 11.— The Earl of Fyfe, 

president of the Scotch liberal associatit n, 
hitherto a ataunch friend and colleague of 
Mr. Gladstone, writes to the aocretary of 
that association that ho cannot hand over 
his political cousoionoe to a cabinet whose 
policy, so far as it ia definable at all, ia 
only a policy of surrender.

So 
far, .^2000 has been given by each govern- 
meat — federal and local — which will bo 
evorjly divided botwean the two counties— 
Hoiiai-ent ure and Oiiape. At least COOO 
persona require relief from day to day, 
and the government grants will only tide 
affairs over for a couple of weeks.

Finding that she was 
too helpless to be left alone longer, the 
town authorities recently told her tu pro- 
pare for removal to tho poorhouse. Tlic 
old woman protested in vain. The night 
hufore the day fixed for her removal, a 
paa-sing stage- driver noticed n.n unusual 
light ill hor window, and forcing the door 
found the! poor old creatiiro writhing on 
tho floor ill flamoa. The surroundings iii- 
dicatetl that she had set firo to her cloth- 
ing with suicidal intent and with a rGaolvo 
no: to dib in tho poorhouse, She livad 
but a fow hours.

The niecUu{rL.ast IViglit iu Har- 
mony Ilnli;" 

The meeting called fur last evening in 
Harniooy Hall wua atteiided by a large 
uumberof representative working men of 
tfca city. Tlia oarly portion of the ovon- 
ing was speat in tegiatering those wlio 
were qualifiBd. and deuirod their names 
placed on the voters' list, and, altogolliir, 
about SQventy-Bve applicationa were niada 
out. 

■Shortly after 8 o'clock the chainnan, 
Mr. Duval, called upon 

Mr. R. v\ Williams, who e.vplaiiK'd th.it 
tlie object of the meeting was to aid in ao- 
ouring at large a ro^iscratioM uf votes as 
possible for tho ensuing election, uiid read 
tho cjUHlilicatioiia lu'Ciiasfiry as provided 
by .statutu. He showed diayranis of how 
ballots should be luarkod so that thoro 
sliould be no spoiled ballots at. the eleo- 
tiona, suuh'aa had been the case to a large 
extent in former elections. 

W. A. Robertaon -said the pniy lever 
tho workineman had was ^the ballot, and 
he hoped that the workaiea of this city 
would bo keen to see that they had their 
votes registered. 

Mr. Duvul aaid that during tho last 
letjislature the EsquimaH watur-worka 
company had secured a charter to con- 
struct water-works at Thetis lake, and one 
section of the act provided that no Chi- 
nese be employed. He understood that 
during the wliolu suinuior 4U0 Uhiuese had 
been employed and only one white man. 
The mutter was to be tuveatigated, and he 
tliought it would be proved that the char- 
tor was forfeited. 

Mayor Fell said th;it there were troub- 
loua tiinca ahead, and he believed ihal it 
was such men as ho saw before him who 
were lo aucceaafuUj grapple with them. 
Elo aaid that private bills were being put 
through the house for the purpose of rob 
biiig the CL.niiuuiiiLy . Membera wore in 
the habit of trying to get their iianu'S on 
committees when sticli bilLs ^wore l)L'ing 
aubtuitted, because th 't'f were twenty dol 
lar-pieces in it. hU\ Foil oharaotun/.ed 
the membera of the i-.ouse na no credit to 
tljo country, to the electors, or lo thom- 
aolves. He alao referred to tlie laat aohool 
election, which he characterized as fraudu- 
lent in' every particular, uiul that the pres- 
ent board were not leijally sitting as 
school trustees. Hethoiio In thLMiuHliculand 
dental bills sought to be passed through 
tho h'luse, note dangerous and with tlie 
intent to create a luunopoly uf dlling and 
pulling teeth and killing people. Le^al 
\2ki1 iiiurdsrera he called those wlio pre 
tended to cure. Ho thought this wiirkl 
would not be right until doctora, lawyers 
and parsons were swept away. He 
thought if people would follow nature's 
law thoy would never need a doctor — if 
thoy would leave ulf drinking .vhiskoy, 
smoking bad tobacco and generally beini,' 
intemperate, doctora would not be needed 
He did net think medical or dental bills 
should pass and would recommend that a 
public meeting be called to protest against 
them. He would call their attention again i 
to the necessity of being careful in mark- j 
ing ballots. . I 

Mr. Cramer referred to the Cliiiiese 
question and thought that the evil could 
be overcome iu a lawful and peaceable 
manner, and referred to the way such was 
being done in other places. 

Mr. John Mc-Climott in an able and earn - 
est manner spoke strongly against the pro - 1 
teotionof the professions and mnnufacturors 
to the delrimeut of the workingmau, niue- 
teiiths of the population, for whom no- 
protectivo laws wero over passed. This 
speaker's remarks were received with much 
favor. 

Mr, Duval gave an ac<'ounl, from a private 
Kouree, of the recent yeatlU; riot, shituig 
that it wa.H canned by a du^iire of oa[)ilal to 
defeat labor, and that Ijloodslied was iiiado 
for the parpoBO of giviny a point ugaiu.st the 
working claasea, sending it abroad to tho 
world that they Lad made an attack on the 
miUtia, when the reverse whk truly the 
case.

foUy passed the iiubroki^n line of jioliec, ami 
arrived in dignity at the peer.s' eiitrnnoe uf 
the house of lords. The aunoiinci'iju'iit of 
his name to the ofhcer.s who guarded the 
nngnst portal aerved as ii pa.isport for bin 
uduiissioQ into the palace, but when he 
reached the gulden gate his lordship was 
stopped by the doorkeeper. This official, 
to whom one would naturally be slow in 
attributing iugeiuiity, told the iiKa(juis tluit 
as a Scotch peer he wan not entitled to ud- 
uiiBsion, but that if ho insihte-il upon enter- 
ing must go through the indispeiiHalile cere- 
mony of donning hia robea. Lord tiueenti- 
beiry, ia the days when a rc])reHeutative 
eharucter attached to his person, was the 
happy possesaor of stiohan article of adorn- 
ment, and, accompanied by the messenger, 
he retired to the robing room to get deco- 
rated in his goailet and ermine. Ue hud 
no sooner entered the room, goes the Htory, 
when tho messenger closed the door, tuniucl 
t]ie key, and having thus impriHoned the 
intruder, kept hiiutbero until tho eereuioiiy 
was over and tho Queen had departed. 

Funeral. 

The funeral of the late John Ohislett 
Richards, son of tho Hon. A. N. Rich- 
ards, took place from the family resi- 
dence, r.rin Hall, at 2:30 o'clock yester- 
day afternoon, proceeding to Christ church 
cathedral, where a large congregation had 
assembled to pay their last respects to the 
tnemury of tho deceased.

The Transcontliienlul Kailwny

LoxoDN, Fob. 18 —Both houses of par- 
liament were crowded this afternoon. 
L ird llartington aat behind the treasury 
bunch and was loudly cheered by tho 
consorvativcs. Tho crowd outside the 
parliament buildiniis, which usually gives 
an enthusiastic reception to tho prime 
minister, only faintly cheered Mr. Glad- 
atone on hia arrival. Thoro ia a general 
feeling of discontent over tho nieagerness 
of the govertiiueiit's stateiiiunta regarding 
its puatponed Irish measures.

Lord Randolph Churchill and the rank 
and tile of llie torics -iliusad and worried 
iMr. tiladstoiio and provoked from the 
prime minister a dignilied speech in which 
ho aaid that he knew the governmuiu had 
a severe and diflicult task which it would 
endeavor to perform resolutely and aa 
speedily as possible.* Lord Salisbury, 
Commenting on this afternoon's announca- 
mont in the iiousu of commons and house 
of lords bj' Mr. Gladatono -and Lord 
Granville respectively, complained that 
the government is treating parliament 
and powerful interests with singular 
levity. 

Mr. Chamberlain denies that there is 
any dispute or dilferonce of opinion con- 
cerning tho government's policy towarda 
Ireland between himself and his colleagues 
in the cabinet. 

The Terminus and Steamships. 

Sax I'liANCisco, Feb. 18.— The following 
letter has been received by a prominent 
merchant of this city from W. C.VauHorno, 
vice president of the Canadian Pacific rail- 
way company: "As the quickest means of 
lirovidiiig suitable connection with San 
Francisco, wo have made arrangements 
with Ooodall, Perkins A: Co. to place two 
first clasB and fust steamers in service be- 
tweou our teriuiiins and Han Fnuicisco. I 
saw i'. stated in the papers that it will be 
impossible for the Canadian Piieilie to com- 
pete witli the more southern lines on aceouut 
of Ihe difliculties of winter oi)eratioiis. Ou 
this point I wish in as.siao you that the 
Cnuadiau Pacific will be operated with cer- 
tainty every day in the year. The com]iany 
has expended a very large amount of money 
with this particular object in view, and on 
our main line from Quebec to Oanmore, in 
tho Rocky moutitainw, which is as far as we 
have been ojierating the line this winter, u 
distanco of 2501) miles, wo have not been 
obliu'ed to cancel a single tram on account 
uf snow, or for any other reasim, while 
nearly all of tho railways in the southern 
and middle states have had sorious dillicul- 
ty, and some of the important lines have 
been blockaded fordoys together." 

Death of John B. «ou(fli. 

PitiLADELPMiA, Feb. 18.— John B. 
Oough died at 5 o'clock this afternoon. 

[John B Gough was born at Saudgate, 
Fiiglaud, Au(,'. 22nd, 1817. He came to 
Amurica in 1827, and soon after became a 
book-binder's apprentice in New York. 
Ho became iiitemperato, and was accus- 
tomed to sing and recite in grog shopa, 
where his power of mimicry and action 
made him a favorite. He fell into great 
great poverty, but in 1840 took the tem 
peranco jjlcdgo aud soon began to lecture 
on temporance both in America and Eng- 
land. In time he adjjed other subjects 
and became a very popular orator. Hia 
autobiography was published iu 184C and 
a volume uf his orations in 1854.]

You sfty that a man has got to bavo a 
Imowledjie of navigation before he can 
eomtnaad a ship, do youf " said mj iutelli- 
gont-looking seaman to a boarding- house 
luniier the other di\y as Iho pair stood on 
au East river piur waiting for an incom- 
ing shi]) t(i be docked. '•L do, " said the 
TUliucr. "Then you are out of your 
leciioning. " continued tlio seauvaa; "'for [ 
have known a man to com maud a ship 
nnd make good ruua in her, and yet lie 
didii'i know any more about niivlgatloa 
than you da " The ninncr and several 
others who stood near and who Imd htiaid 
the seaman's peculiar etaiemcni a-skud 
him to tell to tell theui about tliu strau!.;e 
captain who know nothing about navi.i;a 
tion. This request seemi'd to strike the 
E^man as quite roasonuhle aiid he at 
ouco proceeded to spin his yarn. 

"About twenty years ago. " he began, 
"■when I was first made au able seaniiui, 
I shipped here on. & full ri^^ged dipper 
liound' ibr -Callao, .Peru. The captaiu 
was as fine a looking skipper as ever I 
8a w. He was tall and stout built, with a 
heavy beard., which ,he took a good deal 
of pains with. They called him CapL 
Phillips. . Tliough. ho -^waa mighty flne 
looking BDd talked as If he knew every- 
thing, when you look at hitn close to for 
a minute somehow he didn't look a smart 
man.

Nolh 
ing lilteii him, and he h.iil red hair, and 
his ugly fate was all covered v/itli dig 
freckles. JJiit somehow about the eyes 
he looked smart, 

livery uow and llien while I was at the 
wheel llio captain and Scotty would bo on 
deck, and when I heard them talk I 
couldn't help think that Scotty was much 
the smarier of the two, although the skip- 
per was a riian past -10, while Scotty was 
little more than half that. Scotty never 
had anything to do with the men. lie 
lived ia the cabin and was iilinost always 
with the captaia Although they called 
him a servant I never saw him do any 
work. Sometimes be would, come on 
deck and give.the mate Ik. charge. of the 
deck some' message fro'th the 'captain 
about changing the course or going 
about, or something else about navi- 
gating the ship. At times in heavy 
weather or when the captain was putting 
the ship about he would walk up and 
down leaning on Scotty's shoulder. 
Scotty wouldlook^out kind of queerly 
from under his eyebrows while he walked 
alongside the" captain, and he always 
seemed to be muttering something.

I kept thinking 
about Scotty, J saw how he had all along 
given his own orders about handling tho 
ship, while he seemed lo be only giving 
messages from the captain. Wheu tho 
captain bad come on deckhand given any 
orders 1 felt sure that Scotty liadtold him 
whal to say before he left the cabin. And 
when he had given orders with Scotty by 
him Scotty had always muttered, and 
what had he miittered bat the very orders 
that Capt Phillips repeated after him. I 
saw what]a fraud the captain was when 1 
thought it all over,' liiit what puzzled mo 
most was -why didn't ScoUy strike out for 
himself and be a captain, instead of pre- 
tending to be a servant and letting C'a|)t.

up to Scolty and stood by him. I knew 
hfi expected Scotty to mutter to him 
what orders ho was to civo to put the 
ship about; and head her back to 
Callao. I thought at t'rst Scotty was 
going to rebel, but he bogi'.n nnilterin^ as 
usual and the captain guvo out tho orders 
with as big airs as if ho owned us all In 
a minute or two we wero '^ailing closo to 
the wind on the port tack.

I'hillii s and Scotty. Jim started back at 
eight of them.

"I pointed out Capt. Pbillip.b and he 
hlTighed. 

*• 'Why,' said he, 'that's old Hill .Tones, 
a steward 1 sailed with on an I'^nglish bark 
four years ago. lie put un so many airs 
that follis took him lor a c;ipt;uii when ho 
was on shore, but lie never had as much 
brains as I've got, and that s saying 
mighty little. Hut the young fellow willi 
Bill .lones has got braina lie was an ap- 
prentice boy on Hie same bark and was 
mighty smart at navigation. They said 
he'd nuike a Ilrst-class shipmaster.' 

"Then 1 iiuestioiied him a bit, and it 
turned out that on the bark the .second 
mate was down oii Scotty. and was 
always using him rough. But one morn- 
ing tue second mate was missing, and it 
was supposed that he fell overboard dur- 
ing the night No one suspected Scolty. 
I made up my mind that ihis second mate 
had attacked Scolty, who had killed him 
in self-defence and had made a.uay with 
the body. The steward knew his secret, 
and by holdiiig 11 over him n;adc Scotty 
do just what he wanted, until ho finally 
broke out and got made mate. The stew- 
ard probably passed himself off as a cap- 
tain, and by forged letters or something 
of that sort, got command of a ship 
You could get coiiimaml of an Americau 
ship then without passing an e.taiiiinalion. 

"I never learned whether Scotty told 
his story of the killing of thesecoiul mate 
to the Knglish consul .''t '1 risco.

It 
was Scotty. There was no mistaking 
him, though ho had grown a full bearil 
and stood up straight, and really looked 
well But when 1 looked on the main 
deck who should 1 see come oui of the 
cabin but iinother man 1 kimw well. Ho 
had on a long ajiron and a while rap, but 
he put on airs enough for a captain. He 
was the steward of the ship. Hut who 
do you su])pose it was'.' It was I'.id ,Iones. 
the man who for several yciirs' passed 
hiin.self oil a." a shii)master. lind who then 
called himself Capt Phillips. "
